London, May 30. — Lord Salisbury, 


who was entertained at diimt-r by the 
city of London Conservative associa- 
tion, made an Important announce- 
ment 
regarding the 
govornnient's 


South African policy. He said: 


"The 'stop the war' party have used 


my name in support of their ideas, by 
stating that I promised there should 
tie no annexation of territory or annex- 
ation of gold fields. I never gave a 
Pledge. I never meant to give a pledge. 
I stated a simple historical fact. We 
ere accused or going to war for lust of 
•gold and territory. We -went to war 
to abate oppression of the queen's sub- 
jects in the Transvaal, and because 
our remonstrances were met by an in- 
sulting ultimatum. 


"To say that because we repudiated 


the greed oC territory we therefore 
bound ourselves never to annex any 
territory is a most ridiculous raiscon- 
rlructlon.

For .Participation in a Massacre

Pekin, May 30—From all parts of 


the surrounding country the news is 
constantly arriving of fresh atrocities 
committed by the "Boxers." Three 
Christian families were massacred at 
Shan Lai Ying, 60 miles from Pekin, 
on May '25, and only two escaped. The 
damage at Fang Tai by robbery and 
lire is estimated at half a million taels, 
(over 5300,000).

villagers soes. to i.ave joined in the 
attack, showing that the movement is 
not confined to the "Boxers." Eight 
rioters captured will be decapitated.

A special to the Cincinnati Enquirer 


of a recent date contains the following 
account of a big scheme in which the 
present state administration is in- 
volved granting the rights of public 
lomain of the state to a big private 
"-ailroad scheme. It says: 


A gigantic railroad project, nivolv- 
g the state authorities at Columbus 


iti a strange transaction and embrac- 
ing one of the greatest canal grabs in 
the history of Ohio, came to light yes- 
terday. 


It is a plan to build, a railway line 


on the berm bank of the Miami and 
Erie Canal from Toledo to the heart 
of the . Queen City, thus connecting, 
with a new and direct line, the great 
lakes and the Ohio River. 


The scheme has been so closely ia- 


Wiirped \vith a veil of mystery ihat, r :.- 
UiougH it "-as conceived more than 
two years 
ago, nothing has been 


known of its progress, or, in fact, 
that it even existed. 


The Seventy-third General Assem- 


bly, two years a go. adopted a joint 
resolution authorizing the Governor 
".un live Attor :;sy Genera! to lease to 
any private corporation they might 
deem advisable the berm bank of the 
Miami and Erie Canal between Tolodo 
and Cincinnati, to be used for experi- 
mental operations ia the use of n!ec- 
tricity as a motive power for boats. 
Such was the proposition ostensibly. 
Those interested in the affair present- 
ed arguments to the Legislature show- 
ing that in several foreign countries 
experiments of a similar character 
were being made. 
It was shown that 


the use of a trolley system to propel 
boats would be impracticable, as the 
movement of the water would prevent 
the trolley shaft from running intact. 
Furthermore, to wo:s.1ri bo necessary 
to remodel the r?.'-«.! u!»ats in H form 
similar to tugs 
01- freight steamers. 


The plan unfnk;eu as feasible was to 
construct an electric car line on the 
berm Miik and liave motors supplant 
horses or mules. 


LOOKED VERY PRETTY. 


This all appeared very roseate to in- 


nocent members of the Legis!?.*""'* 
who did not give it thorough considera- 
tion. The idea of Having a canal boat 
glide through the waters at a rate of 
speed nearly as great as a trolley car 
seemed a magnificent improvement. 
Without a great deal of discussion the 
resolution authorizics the lease went 
through both Houses and became a 
law. Already a company to make the 
the "experiments" 
had been quietly 


organized. As soon as the resolution 
had been adopted the promoters 
of 


this company waited 
uhon Governor 


Bushnell ^.iid Attorney-General Slon- 
nett with a request that they siga a 
lease for the canal berm bank. 
Be- 


ing a business man himself. <?ovemor 
Bushnell was not slow to appreciate 
the immense value of the grant to be 
given away by the state for "experi- 
mental" purpose if the lease should be 
signed. After a conference with the 
Attorney General the Governor deter- 
mined not to be a party to any s uch 
lease. 
' Attorney-General 
Monnett 


-•as of the same opinion as the Gov- 
ernor, believing that there was 
at 


least a chance for a gigantic job in the 
measure. 
The company made repeat- 


ed efforts during the regime of Bush- 
nell uiit! luOniictt ic ccnsuniTO'lte the 
deal, but these officials were firm in 
their refusal to allow the grant. 
It 


was their opinion that the proposed 
•sxporimental operations were simply a 
ruse to get possession of the canal 
berm bank for railroad purposes. 


A close examination of the lease 


provided for in the resolution adopted 
by the Legislature disclosed the fact 
that it was so worded, as to sHr« the 


company leasing the berm bank pos- 
session of it for a term of 32 years. 
The company was to have two years 
for experiments, and after that period 
was to have the sole right to operate 
and control the railway line occupying 
he berm bank for 30 years. 
Governor Bashnell retired from office 
he left the project blocked by the lack 
of'his signature and that of the Attor- 
ney-General on that lease. He was 
still of the opinion that it was a job to 
grab the canal, and later developments 
prove that he was correct. 


As soon as Governor Nash came 


into power the company renewed its 
effort to secure i iease. 
The matter 


was handled very quietly, least the 
Seventy-fourth - General 
Assembly 


would become cognizant of its real 
character and the dangers that beset 
the state's property, and repeal the 
act providing for the lease. Not until 
the afternoon of the day previous to 
the final adjournment ot the Legisla- 
ture did the promoters of the scheme 
meet with success. ,fn the meantime 
a few influential but mercenary mem- 
bers of the Legislature, who were 
in 


aposition to render the company much 
assistance, were taken into project, 
being given shares of stock for their 
co-operation. 
The members thus ad- 


ded to the company were men who 
had much influence with Governor 
Nash and Attorney General Sheets. 
Both of those officials were inclined to 
hesitate in the matter of signing the 
lease, and it p«auired much persua- 
sion to eliminate from their own 
minds the idea that something was 
wrong with the 
plan, of Governor 


Bushnell and Attorney General Mon- 
nett would have sanctioned it long 
ago. 


Finally both the new Governor and 


his Attorney-General agreed to sign 
the lease. The document was brought 
to the Executive Department, and, 
when Nash TVSS about to attach 
his 


name to it, an attorney of one of the 
state associations for the protection 
of canals happened in. 
He chanced 


to see the lease lying upon the Gover- 
nors desk, and thereupon entered a 
vigorous protest, saying the scheme 
was simply one for a wholesale rob- 
bery of the state. This again blocked 
th:;sss;c, but the delay was not of long 
duration, as the objecting attorney 
was induced to withdraw his protest in 
consideration of being given a one- 
tenth interest in the company. 
He 


exercised his influence on behalf of 
the scheme after that, and the Gover- 
nor, with the Attorney-General, signed 
it just before the Legislature adjourn- 
ed. 
It was the game to hold the mat- 


ter back until the legislature was 
about to get away in order to avoid 
any chance of the act being repealed. 


As a result of the action of Nash 


ami Sheets, the company formed os- 
tensibly for experimental purposes 
now has the right to construct a rail- 
road line on the berm bank of

canal from the water front at Toledo 
to into the very heart of this city, an 
entrance into Cincinnati, by the way, 
that has never been enjoyed by any 
railroad line although persistent at- 
tempts to accomplish such an arrange- 
inent have been made for many years.

One of the great advantages 
in securing the berm bank for this pur- 
pose is that it will require absolutely 
no grading. Neither will the comp- 
any be called upon to bear the trouble 
of litigation and the immense expense 
of securing a right of way. For thirty 
iong years, or more than a quarter of 
a century the company is to be in the 
control o' the grant, and there is noth- 
ing in the' conditions under.which it 
was secured to prevent it being re- 
leased orsnbtet at an enormous revenue 
to the canal grabbers 
interested. 


Without doubt it is the greatest legis- 
lative job ever "pulled off" in the 
.!>i5tory "f tt>e state. What makes it 
ail the more pernicious is the 
fact 


that the agjxt Legislature will probably 
be iiuabre to repeal the act, since the 
lease has be*n signed, as any legisla- 
tion invalidating a contract is uncon- 
stitutional.

These bears are 
of tlie polar breed, perfectly white,

growth are twice as large as the ordi- 
nary black bear of the Rooky moun- 
tains, weighing from 2,400 to 3,000 
pounds and standing ns high as an or- 
dinary cow—the biggest carnivorous 
animals living. The tracks they leave 
in the snow have often measured 15 
inches long- and 10 inches wide. They 
are very savage and fight desperately 
when attacked. 
Several have been 


killed, ami the skins havo been brought 
to the United States, but ao KadJalc 
bear was ever captured alive, Dr, Tar- 
letou II. Bean, the Gsh expert Tvho is 
in charge of the department of fisheries 
at the Paris exposition, while run' Ing 
an exploration of tho fishing resources 
of Kadiak island last year, saw a. good 
many of these bears and describes 
them in graphic terms. He says that 
while climbing- a rocky hill one day ho 
saw a large drove of them near tbe 
coast running about and playing like 
so many Incnus. There must have been 
150 or 200 ia the bunch, he says, and 
some of them were enormous.

his brief term in cilice At- 


torney General Sheets has made sev- 
eral decisions of zsa. unpopular charac- 


ter, 
which may and may not have been 


according to an intelligent construc- 
tion of the law and constitution of tbe 
state. His latest decision la one which 
•will certainly be viewed with alarm 
for it opens the way foe a corruption 
that could be far reaching and of great 
njury to the people of Ohio. 


Siace the last legislature adjourned 


t has been discovered that many of 
,he bills enacted into law are defec- 
tive 
Some are not good because of 


faulty wording or poor engrossment, 
and some are declared to be useless 
because they were not signed by the 
leutenaat governor as presiding offi- 
cer of the senate. Mr. Sheets has just 
decided that an ice bill giving boards 
of health the right to inspect ice in- 
tended for family consumption is in- 
effective because Lieutenant Governor 
CaidwelTs signature 13 not athxed, al- 
though the senate and bouse journals 
show that tbe bill received a constitu- 
tional majority in each branch. Mr 
Sheets' decision -virtually gives to the 
lieutenant governor the veto power 
which is denied the chief executive b 
the legislature, -which has repeatedly 
refused to pass a law giving the veto 
power to the governor. Bs*t, under 
Mr. Sheets' decision ail the lieutenant 
governor has to do is to "forget" to sign 
a bill and his failure has the force and 
effect of a veto. 


There is no doubt that tbe decision 


of ilr. Sheets is not according to th> 
intent of the law makers and if th 
matter is taken to the supreme court 
that body mil without doubt declare 
the lavr to be effective. It has acre 
tofore decided that it is not necessary 
for bills passed by constitutional ma 
jonties to be signed by tbe presiding 
officers, but that it is the duty of thi 
speaker and the president pro-tern o: 
the senate to sign bills whether thosi 
bilis meet the approval of the presid 
ing oflicer or not. If Judge Sheets 
decision is allowed to stand it gives 
the lieutenant governor a power with 
held from the chief executive. Tn 
failure of Lieutenant Governor Cald 
well to sign the ice bill and severa 
other bills can not rightfully dcfea 
the action of the general assembl, 
winch did its part in good faith. 


The action of the assembly, right o 


worng. should not be knocked out be 
cause a lieutenant governor in his an 
xiety to get away from his duties t 
the state "forgets" to sign a bill.

-were filed at Trenton. N. J., on Fri- 
day. 


A great part of the increased capital, 


it is stated, will be expended for im- 
provements for manufacturing, refin- 
ing and transporting oil. 
By next fall 


it is intended to extend a pipe line Into 
Philadelphia, aa<3 at an early date a 
pipeline to West Virginia fields will he 
started. 
Contracts •will he let this 


week for the pipe to be used in these 
extensions. H is also proposed to have 
a line to the Atlantic, seaboard in the 
very near future. 
Oil tank vessels 


will be constructed and other costly 
equipment provided. 


The Pure Oil company has securer! 


the stock of nearly all the individual 
shareholders in the Producers' 
and 


Refiners' Oil company, capital, $250.- 
000; the Producers' Oil company, cap- 
ital. StJOO.OOO; the United States Pipe 
Line company, capital, $120,000, and 
the United States Oil company, capi- 
tal, 
$120.000. The 
efforts 
of 
the 


Standard to gain a controlling inter- 
est in any of these companies have 
been thwarted in the past because of 
the by-laws of the separate organiza- 
tions. Persons purchasing stock are 
not entitled to membership in any of 
the companies, nor the stock accepted 
until a majority of the members vote 
his admission. This by-law was pre- 
pared when the companies were form- 
ed especially to prevent the Standard 
from s ecuricg the controlling interest 
in any of the concerns. 
They pur- 


chased an interest in one of the comp- 
anies recently, but are not recognized 
in the corporation and the stock was 
not voted on. This resulted in liti- 
gation in which the Pure Oil company 
WOE. 
The case is now before a mas- 


ter who will appraise the value' of the 
stock owned by the Standard repre- 
sentative, after which

bought in by Members of" the Pure Oil 
company. 


The same rule caused litigation for 


the Pure Oil company in 1S8-J, when an 
effort was made to buy a block of 
stock in the Producers' Oil company, 
Limited. The Standard controls some 
of this stock, and entered into equity 
proceedings to prevent the Pure Oil 
company from making the purchase. 
Judge Stowe, in Pittsburg. granted a 
temporary injunction, but it was never 
made permanent. This rule, however, 
itwas thought, might prevent the Pure 
Oi! company from 
combining with 


other iadependaat companies.—Tole- 
do Times. 


WILL DRILL FOR OIL. 


Says the "Wall street Journal: 
"The Chicago & Ohio Oil company is 


preparing" to sink twenty new wells 
on its property in Wood county, Ohio, 
ivhere it has 500 acres of oil lands, 
with thirty wells now running, and 
averaging 20 barrels a day to each 
well.
